The instant invention is distinguished from the prior art of record because the 
instant invention teaches the sequence specific DNA binding domain of the stably 
integrated recombinant nucleic acid construct that comprises the fusion protein to be 
upstream of the conditionally active transactivation domain of CHOP. The prior art does 
not teach or suggest this specific order of components within the claimed recombinant 
nucleic acid construct.
